PCHS Administrators and School - 


Board members reviewed the 1998 
Report Card Data at the regularly 
scheduled Board meeting on Oct. 
21. PCHS was at or above State 
averages in all areas of the IGAP 
and ACT testing. This was very 
encouraging information and speaks 
well of our faculty, staff and stu- 
dents’ efforts. 

Hach class may do better or worse 
on the IGAP and ACT tests depend- 
ing on the percentage of the class 
enrolled in advanced courses in 
Reading, Mathematics, Writing 
(10th Grade), Science and Social 
Studies (11th Grade). Classes that 
don't have a high percentage of 
students enrolled in algebra or 
chemistry classes, traditionally 
don't perform well on the IGAP and 
ACT tests. The following items have 
been pulled out and highlighted in 
an effort to better inform our com- 
munity. 


We have recently reviewed our _ 


report card information for the 1992- 
93 school year. The following items 
have been pulled out and high- 
lighted in an effort to better inform 
our community. We hope that our 
school report card will be of interest 
and value to each of you. If you have 


any questions or would like addi- - 


tional clarification, you are encour- 
aged to call PCHS and ask for Mr.

Math © 

The IGAP and ACT test results in 
math showed.an increase over pre- 
vious year's results. Although we 
are pleased with this fact, we feel 
groups of students will do better if 
three considerations are understood 
by the students and their parents. 
First, we believe that there is a 
direct correlation between students’ 
success on the IGAP test and con- 
current enrollment in a math class. 
This is the reason the State as- 
sesses the tenth grade rather than 
the eleventh grades, as in prior 
years. Second, enrollment in a math 
class higher than algebra is neces- 
sary for students to do well on the 
ACT test. A third consideration 
focuses on the study of algebra. 
Students that have not completed 
or who are not currently enrolled in 
an algebra class, will not, do well on 


the IGAP or ACT test. Each class 
may do better or worse depending 
on the percentage enrolled in an 
algebra or higher math class. We 
are evaluating strategies, which 
include graduation requirements, 
as ways to help students do better in 
math on the IGAP and ACT tests. 


Writing 
The 1991-92 school year was the 
first year students were assessed 
for writing proficiency. We are 


pleased with our results, but not 
satisfied, We anticipate that our 
students will continue to improve 
because of our inclusion of the "Write _ 
On Illinois" writing strategies into 
our English curriculum. Also, we 
have incorporated the use of com- 
puters in the English classes and © 
this should help improve students’ 
writing scores, We anticipate that 
our students will do better since 
they are introduced to these strate- 
gies as freshmen, and are required 
to practice these skills during their 
sophomore and junior years.

PCHS stuck with high heating 
costs for another five years. 


The Pinckneyville high school 
board of cducation last week ended 
the calendar year with a reminder of 
the school’s heating system being 
inadequate in distribution between 
the classrooms in the main building 
and the heat relayed to Thomas gym. 

When the main building was con- 
structed in the 1930's the boiler sys- 
tcm was the latest in the heating 
ficld.. Now it's the latest that's so late 
that it is costly, inadequate and a 
financial dead weight..In the 1950's 
the gymnasium was outgrown by 
surging Panther basketball popular- 


ity that overran the gym seating and’ 


standing room only capacity. Tho- 
mas gym was built about 50 yards to 
the south. The heating system had to 
be cxtended to this huge open spaced 
building with its lower level locker 
rooms, creating a sort of "delayed 
arrival” wave of heat. The imbalance 
between the two building is very 
pronounced and costly but at the 
moment untouchable. 

The board is fully. conscious of 
these factors but at the same time 
handcuffed with paying offold bonds 


before more can be floated for ancw 
heating system .This will probably 
happenin ornear the year 2000. The 


constant increase in cost of heating | 


gasandclectricity adds to the pain of 
the old system. However, this is a fi- 
nancial problem that the board and 
taxpaycrs will have to live with for 
about the next five years.
